The women’s interuniversity 
basketball team at Concordia 
has a rich tradition. Since 
1975, the Stingers have won 
five provincial titles and have 
finished third in the nation on 
two separate occasions. 


Today, the team is rebuild- 
ing, but Coach Zerbe, who 
came to the team in 1987, pro- 
mises that the Stingers will 
once again be the “toast of 
Montreal”. Zerbe is not merely 
engaging in idle chatter. She 
has had previous experience in 
taking a struggling team and quickly giving it national promi- 
nence. In 1979, she accepted her first coaching position with 
a weak University of Lethbridge team. Within one year, Zerbe 
had the Pronghorns playing disciplined and competitive 
basketball. In fact, the team’s level of play was good enough 
to earn them a ranking in the CIAU Top Ten; a position they 
would hold for seven straight seasons. In her last year, the 
Pronghorns completed a fine season by capturing the 
Bronze Medal at the 1986 National Championship. Zerbe’s 
midas touch with the Pronghorn program was recognized 
by the CIAU in 1983/84 when she was selected the top 
women’s basketball coach in the country. She was also 
chosen the CWUAA Coach of the Year twice. 


The same principles that led to the Pronghorns dramatic 
turn-around are now being implemented in the Stinger 
program. Zerbe continues to build her teams around highly 
gifted athletes who understand the importance of team play. 
A big step forward in this building process was taken at the 
beginning of the 1989/90 season when National Team mem- 
ber Isabelle Tetreault elected to develop her game under 
Zerbe’s tutelage.

Zerbe dedicates much of her time to help each player 
reach her full potential as an athlete. Practices are designed 
to constantly reinforce individual skills such as passing, ball 
control, positioning and shooting. Every effort is also made 
to ensure that players gain as much as possible from their 
academic experience. After all, when the last jump shot has 
been launched, the athlete needs more than memories to fall 
back on — she needs an education. 


Zerbe realized the importance of an education early in her 
career. While playing for the University of British Columbia 
Thunderbirds from 1972 until 1977, she worked towards a 
Bachelor and Master's degree in Physical Education, special- 
izing in Sport Psychology. 


In addition to coaching, Zerbe is actively involved in the 
operations of the Athletic Department as Coordinator of the 
Athletic Program area.

ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS: The following are mini- 
mum requirements and do not guarantee admission to 
the University. 


Quebec 

The minimum entrance requirement is a successfully 
completed two-year pre-university or three-year profes- 
sional (career) program in a CEGEP with the award of 
a diploma of Collegial Studies (DCS), or the equivalent. 


Ontario and other Canadian Provinces 
Grade twelve applicants from other Canadian provin- 
ces with an overall average of at least 65% in appropri-

There is a non-refundable processing fee of $15.00 that must accompany all applications.
